COMPULSORY CLEANLINESS. 

The chief obstacles to’ the operation of 
sanitary laws inthis City are inherent in our 
political’system and in the character.of. our 
population. . The knowledge ‘this is 
free Government has . begotten “the false no- 
tion that outside those restrictions .which 
aim to protect life, liberty, atid’ property 
eyery citizen can do as he pleases. . The 
man who would never be guilty of tres 
pass . upon , his neighbor’s rights - indig- 
nantly. resents any official.’ iuiterference 
in his personal ‘and . domestic’ affairs, 
Whose business «is .it but his own if he 
chooses to ‘keep a pig in his.cellar, to dump 
his garbage in the back yard, or to lodge his 
family in a tenement where there are forty 
other families? If he can stand it and his 
immediate. neighbors ; don’t ; object, why 
should the law be invoked . upon him?’ He 
‘cheerfully obeys the laws ‘against robbery | 
and arson. on conscientious ; end . moral 
grounds, but yields a grudging ’compliance 
to the dictates of the Board of Health, and} 
evades them whenever he can safely do 50, 
The necessity for Boards of Health ‘and for 
sanitary “legislation rests -upon‘conditions, 
that are disgraceful to mankind, upon # state

ULSTER AND DUTCHESS, 
Both Ulster. and Dutchess Counties. are 
‘greatly troubled bya question-which : has 
just arisen. A month or two ago there ap- 
peared in a Saugerties paper the announce- 
ment of a. marriage between ‘an Ulster 
County man and a Dutchess County girl. 
The man was atthe time absent from his

THE BUSINESS Or _PAILING. , 

The object of business, next ‘to ‘making 
money, “would ’seem to be the avoidance of fail- 
ure, and-such | it/generally is, But, there: are 
men, and not a ‘few, who appear’, to make a 
business fof. failing, who really { lives by it, 
Their entire commercial career is aseries of 
failures ; they begin and end with failure, and 
céase to fail only because death calls them'to a 
reckoning they cannot defer or evade. Some 


‘of them are, no doubt, ordinarily honest; that 


is, they are free from any. deliberate intent to 
deceive or defraud. But they are enterprising, 
as. it is commonly called, more ‘enterprising 
than their capacity or capital warrants. They 
are unmindful of conseqtiences} they are 
anxious to get on, and while they are pushing 
their fortunes disaster comes—-suddenly and 
unexpectedly to them, though others have’ 
foreseen it clearly.’ They.. contrive to start 
again, and, after moré’ or léss time, their un- 
happy experience is repeated. Once more they 
are set up, only once more’ to tumble down. 
They fall to rise, and rise to fall again. Fail- 
ure belongs to their temiperament as well as 
to the circumstances they evolve. 

Other failers,.who may be tanked as: profes- 
sional, are extraordinarily dishonest.. They 
are wholly reckless; they have no thought, no 
concern for anybody except themselves. Of 
the class who declare that the world owes them 
a living, they do their best to show that: it is 
not the least in their debt. When they enter 
upon any business, they anticipate failure as 
something that will. inure to their advantage ; 
they. depend upon it as a help; ina word, they 
hope to succeed by failing“and; in truth, they 
do succeed by: it in their peculiar negative way. 
Their operations are, necessarily, not very 
large, and are confined to big cities, for in 
have no chance to achieve. their ignoble aims. 
They: need as a field a busfling, growing, 
changing capital, like this, for example, where 
each year is as a generation; .where. the vices 
and the . virtues’. of individuals are ;: barely 
notiéed, and where the excitement of to-day is 
forgotten on the morrgw. 

We have any number of these regular failers 
here, not among the well-known or important 
firms—these must. have capital, credit, integ- 
rity, in order. to. secure - prominence—but 
among the minor miscellaneous houses that fill 
entire blocks om, the Kast Side above.

weeks each Summer, the choice of a place to.

all the benefit he should have received. If ‘he 
allow himself to be persuaded to go to thé 
mountains when his heart was set. on the sea- 
side, a sense of disappointment and dissatisfac- 
tion ‘will be constantly: present to his m 
counteracting to a large degree the and 
‘restful influences of the pure air, the stillness; 
“and the bold scenery in which anotlier, more 
in harmony with his would find 
the very balm he needed. It is the mind, not 
the body, of the busy city man that has great- 
est need of recreation, for the physical ills 
which annoy him when he begins to complain 
of being tired and worn out are commonly but 
the local manifestations of a nervous system 
more or less disorganized by mental 
strain, worry, and overwork. When 
the Summer pilgrimage is undertaken, all bur- 
dens should be, laid- down, for to carry any. 
form of mental annoyance: into the country is 
to'take infection along when flying from the 
pestilence. . To escape all: worry and find abso- 
lute rest it is necessary to" examine closely into 
the condition and needs of the gystem, to dis- 
cover from what particular disorder it is suf- 
fering, and be ‘guided ,socordingly. « The trip 
out of the city is’a’ prescription which the 
patient administers to himself, and it is of the 
highest importance that it should be made up 
with a full knowledge of his complaint and be 
adapted to its cure, - 

For instance, it is wholly foolish for the man 
who is tired to death of seeing other men, who, 
through the wear and tear of a business which 
puts him in daily contact with hundreds of his 
fellow-beings, has become a veritable misan- 
thrope—it is downright madness forsucha one, 
we say—to go to a great sea-side hotel or a 
crowded. watering-place in the expectation of 
sanitary advantage. . There isno change of scene 
insuch a course.. The misanthrope is still in a 
crowd; he still at-every turn brushes against 
the thing he chiefly hates. He is a ‘pilgrim 
who in seeking rest has forgotten to lay aside 
his burden... Misanthrophy is by no means a 
rare complaint. It attacks its thousands, and 
makes them suffer) p acutely. Physiologists 


“who ponder } over * the inner and subtle 


secrets of the body.tell us that a man can.do, 
nothing without giving or receiving a shock: 
Some minute | nervous. fibre suffers for every 
action. . The aggregate of these shocks is 
fatigue, from which sleep delivers us, or per- | 
sistent weariness, for which a remedy is to be 
sought in prolonged rest, or if too many fibres

Mr. H. J. CHAapMan, Jr., stroke of ‘the Har- 
vardcrew which. rowed against Columbia, is ‘re- 
ported to have been seized with a fainting fit after “ 
the race, a_ciroumstance likely to have caused a 
good deal of alarm in many quarters. The ques 
tion _of the injurious effects of rowing races has 
been hotly debated again and again. It is one on 
which doctors decidedly disagree. Mr. Sxmomps, 
of Oxford, England, who 1s probahbly.better ac- 
quainted with the physique of a generation- of un- 
dergraduates than is any other living man, -is' ex- 
ceedingly opposed to the practieve of boatracing, 
while decidedly favorable to rowing, especially 
sculling, in moderation. Drs. Baabvorp and Cor 
wan, of Béston, who, in 1978, investigated anew the 
physical consequences of rowing races, reported 
that they found that 118 Harvard. men had rowed 
in intercollegiate races up to 1870, 87 of whem were 
stillliving, 67 in perfect’ health, while 19 had not 
definitely answered thé question a3 te condition. 
Ten had died in the war, two of contract 
ed in the service. . Of the remaining 101,-1 - died. of 
Bright’s disease, 5 of consumption, 1 of:neuraigia, J 
by suicide, -2 by accident; and 1 from an um 
known cause. Dr. BrapForD sams up in anon 
committal manner in the words: “ Although -the 
few facts we have been able to. collect are insaffi- 
cient to prove that the practice of rowing and 
training is beneficial to health, they appeat to show 
that it is by no means certain that. rowing and 
training are as injurious as often “is supposed.”
